Kelley said he felt the “‘first 
claim on this revenue ought to be 
to pay for a place to at least re- 
habilitate the people who are 
ruined through the sale of liquor.” 

A look at the fingerprint records 
of drunks bound over will show 
that some of them have been tried 
in city courts as many as 100 times 
and fined before being bound over 
as habitual drunks to be sent to 
state prisons, Kelley said, 


MUST HAVE FACILITIES 


Once they are convicted in Crim- 
inal Court, they must be sent to 
the facilities that are provided, the 
solicitor explained. 

Hatchett said the increase in 
drunks in state prisons dates back 
to the time Atlanta began binding 
over drunks along with drunk driv- 
ers to the county, with other cities 
following suit. 

But Kelley declared that plain 
drunk cases come from the general 
court and not from the traffic 
court. Amending the state consti- 
tution to allow the city to try drunk 
driving cases won’t help the situa- 
tion either, he said. 

“That’s treating the wrong con 
stitution,” Kelley declared.
